Bradley Has His Friends Working

Albany, N. Y., January 1.—Governor Mor- 
ton has finally announced to his friends 
that he will be a candidate for president 
before the national republican convention 
to be held at St. Louis. . 

He stated his position at the dinner given 
at Chauncey M. Depew’s residence in New 
York city on Monday night. The others 
present were Hon. Thomas C. Platt, Ben- 
jamin Tracy, Warner Miller, State Comp- 
troller Roberts, of Buffalo, and ex-United 
States Senator Frank Hiscock, of Syra- 
cuse. 
tendered Governor Morton in New York 
city ten days previous, assured him that 
he could have a solid delegation from this 
State and the undivided support of the 
republicans of the state without regard: to 
leaders. The first step in securing him 
this uranimous indorsement was the 
resignation of State Comptroller Roberts, 
as president of the state club. which was 
organized by John E. Milhollaund, of New 
York city, as an anti-Platt organization. 
Mr. Roberts i# preparing a statement 
which he will give out for publication to- 
morrow in which he will indorse Governor 
Morton’s candidacy and show why, in his 
judgment, Mr. Morton should be nomi- 
nated. Mr. Platt and other prominent re- 
publicans will also be interviewed tonight 
or tomorrow and give like statements to 
that of Mr., Roberts. These publications 
will be with Governor Morton’s full knowl- 
edge and consent, as he is now satisfied 
that the republicans of the state are 
anxious: to give him a hearty, unqualified 
indorsement. It is stated that when Gov- 
ernor Morton acceded to the wishes of the 
party leaders to become a candidate for

‘NEPHEW ARRESTED. 


Nearly a Year Ago an Atrocious Murder | 


Was Committed. 
MAN AND WIFE WERE KILLED 


Three Negroes Came Very Near to a 
Lynching. 

AN AX WAS THE WEAPON USED 

Berch, the Nephew, Claims That He Is 


| Innocent of the Crime—A Sin- 
gular Story. 


Jacksonville, Fla., January 1.—(Specia!l.) 
The arrest of Max Berch at New York 
today for the murder of Dr. Gustavus 
Drolshagan and wife will-clear up, it is 
hoped, one of the bloodiest murder mys- 
teries that has ever occurred in Florida. 

Dr. Drolshagan’ and his wife were mur- 
dered in their home at Lawtey, Fia., 
twenty miles south of here, on the night o§ 
June 20, 1894. The couple lived all alone 
about a mile from the depot and the crime 
was not discovered till the morning of the 
2ist, and then by accident. A neighbor 
who was passing was struck by the fact 
that there was no sign of life about the 
house occupied by the couple and he con- 
cluded to make an investigation. ° 

He entered the .yard, approached a win- 
dow which was open and looked into the 
room. On the bed he saw Dr. and Mrs. 
Drolshagan lying apparently in profound 
slumber. : 

He called to them but there was no re 
sponse. He then entered the room and ap- 
proached the bed, when he saw that both 
of them were dead, brained by blows from 
an ax. Each had been killed by @ single 
blow. Their faces were in repose and 


there was nothing to indicate that death | 


had been other than swift and painless. 
The assassin evidently entered the house 
by the open window, advanced to the bed 
and dealt his victims the blows which 
crushed them into eternity. Robbery was 
accepted as the motive of the crime for the 
couple had no enemies. 

Dr. Drolshagan was reputed to be weal- 
thy and it was the common talk of the 
neighborhood that he kept large sums of 
money in the house. The appearance of 
the house shows that cupidity moved the 
assassin. 

The trunks had also been broken open by 
the murderer in his search for money. 


Three Negroes in Danger. 

Three negroes were arrested on suspicion 
and they would have been lynched had not 
Governor Mitchell ordered out the troops to 
protect them. 

The negroes were finally released, as 
there was no evidence against them. No 
one at Lawtey had ever. heard of Max 
Berch untif he put in an appearanée a 
few days after the murder. He proved he 
was Dr. Drolshagan’s nephew, got the 
wealth left by the couple and went to New 
York, where he was arrested for the 
crime. 

Gustave’ Drolatfagan catne to Lawtey 
fourteen years ago from Norwalk, O. He 
is said to have been a Catholic priest at 
one time. With him came Louise Glous- 
mann, whom he had taken from a convent. 
Both were well educated and very intelli- 
gent people. They lived together and kept 
a small store, selling notions, dry goods and 
drugs. There was always considerable talk 
about the couple, for it was known that 
they were not married and did not claim 
to be. About five years ago the woman’s 
sister came over from Germany, as she 
said, at the request of her sister, Louise. 
She gave her name as Hedwig Glosmann. 
About a month after her arrival Gustave 
Drolshagan and Hedwig-Glosmann were 
married. 

In 1892 they sold out the stock of goods 
to the nun and Drolshagam and wife went 
to Hamburg, Germany. They did not re- 
main long, owing to the breaking out of 
the cholera. Just before they returned to 
Lawtey, Louise Glosmann, the nun, died. 


Drolshagan again took charge of the store | 


and ran it until a few days before the 
murder, when he dispostd of it and moved 
to a house about a mile from the depot. 
The house was in an isolated position, and 
few persons ever called. Drolshagan car- 
ried his stock of drugs with him an con- 
tinued to sell medicines. Gustave Drols- 
hagan was about seventy and his wife was 
about forty-five years of age.

London, January 1.—The Cunard line 
steamer, Cephalonia, Captain Seccombe, 
from Boston, December 2ist, for, Liverpool, 
struck a rock at South Stack, near Hody- 
head, at 7:30 o’clock this morning.

The Na- 
tional Zeitung says: 

“The South African Company, holding 
the charter of the queen, has committed 
a grievous breach of the peace and vio- 
lation of the law of nations. Germany’s 
interests demand ‘that the independent re- 
public shall be maintained intact and we 
expect Germany to interpose with all pos- 
sible emphasis to assist President Kruger.”’ 

The Vossische Zeitung says: 

“The proceedings of the Brifish South 
African Company cannot be tolerated and 
Germany must take energetic steps to 
protect the South African republic.” 


STILL ON THE MASSACRE. 


THREE MORE MURDERS RECORD- 
ED FROM ASIA MINOR. 


Turkish Commission of Six Sent by 
the Sultan To Pacify the 
Armenians. 


Constantinople, January 1.—The United 
States minister has telegrams from Aintab, 
Asia Minor, stating that disturbances had 
taken place there in witich three persons 
were killed. 

The telegrams also said that there had 
been an outbreak lasting two days. Miss 
Corinna Shattuck, missionary at that 
place, -the dispatches said, had receive 
the assurance that she should have a 
guard and be conveyed in safety to Aintab. 
Dragomans from the various embassies 
went to the porte Tuesday afternoon for 
the purpose of obtaining a definite reply to 
the request of the foreign diplomats that 
the matter of the surrender of Zeituon by 
the Armenians to the Turks be arranged 
through the mediation of the consuls at 
Aleppo. Telegrams from Harpoot say thai 
the government has put a stop to the 
work of relieving the needy and suffering 
at that place which had been conducted 
through the misstonar.es. 

©n December 16th the Armenians in Zel- 
toun made a demand upon the porte for 
food with which to feed the Turxish pris- 
oners:in their hands. On December 23 
the suitan issued an ecrder that the food 
should be supplied. 

The Turkish commission of six which 
was sent to pacify Armenia have visited 
three cities. They refused to pay any at- 
tention to the written complaints of Ar- 
menians, but summoned the most promi- 
nent of the Armenian inhabitants before 
them.

AN AMERICAN’S AWFUL STORY. 


How He Was Arrested and Kept in 
Jail for Months. 


New York, 
native Armenian and for five years a 
resident of this city, started to his homme 
last September. He was imprisoned in 
Constantinople for two mronths and then 
the Russian ambassador secured his re- 
lease. He was not allowed to see his 
family, but was sent to Marseilles, a 
then came back here. All of his mon 
was taken from him by Turkish officials’ 
At the office of the Armenian Relief So- 
ciety today he told a terrible story of his 
imprisonment and of the massacre of Ar- 
menians in the Constantinople prisons on 
September 30th. The first intimation the 
prisoners had of the massacre within the 
prison was when they commenced to carry 
into the courtyard hundreds of dead and 
dying Armenians, their heads crushed in 
with brutal clubs of the students in ad- 
dition to the deep bayonet wounds in the 
back, the work of the police. For forty- 
two hours this slaughter went on, the 
men being forced one at a time. into the 
court, where they were «eaten to death. 
More -than 500 were killed, instead of ‘five 
or six, as cabled at the tinre, Every 


' night the prisoners held on suspicion were 


tortured until they became unconscious. Mr. 
Arabian himself was tortured for four 
nights. Iron bands were put on his wrists 
and ankles so tight as to stop circulation, 
and then the victims were beaten until they 
became insensible.

CHAMBERLAIN WANTS NOTHING 
BUT PEACE. 


Says Dr. Jameson’s Movements Are 
Not Condoned—The Doctor Cut 
the Wires Behind Him. 


London, January 1.—Joseph Chamberlain, 
secretary of state for the colonies, has 
issued an official statement that he is now 
in communication with President Kruger, 
of the South African Republic, in an en- 
deavor to avert serious consequences of 
the unauthorized and altogether unjusti- 
fiable act of Dr. Jameson, the administra- 
tor of the British South Africa Company, 
in leading a force of from 500 to 708 m 
into the Transvaal to assist the Uhlander® 
in their contention against the South Afri- 
can republic. : 

Governor Robinson, of Cape Colony, 
has issued-a proclamation publicly re- 
pudiating the act of Dr. Jameson and has 
caused to be published in the newspapers 
of Pretoria anc Johannesburg an  in- 
junction in the name of the queen to all 
of her mrajesty’s subjects in the Transvaal 
not to give aid to Dr. Jameson, but to 
obey the law and observe order. 

Messengers have been sent to overtake 
Jameson, conveying orders to him and 
every officer accompanying him that they 
shall retire from the Transvaal territory 
immediately. The situation is very much 
aggravated by the fact that Dr. Jameson 
has cut the wires behind him, rendering 
telegraphic communication with him im- 
possible. 


Mr. Chamberlain sent a dispatch to the |

to repudiate Jameson and his account. To 
this dispatch the company replied that 
they were ignorant of Jameson’s acts or 
purposes.

It is safe to say that no other city in 
the unicn could have dove better, if as 
well, under the same conditions as those 
existing in Atlanta. 

Mr. Imman, drairman af the finance 
committee, the committee through which 
the money is disbursed, is now perfecting 
his amnual report and will have it ready 
for the general council next week. The 
report will be short but complete and 
comprehensive and will cover the tossing 
into the city treasury of every penny that 
came in and the manner in which every 
cent went out. The paper will show that 
the receipts of the city from all sources 
during 95 were $1,853,095.39 while the sources 
from which the money came will be in- 
dicated. It will show, too, that ail of 
that money except $180,288 has been dis- 
mursed and will show the manner in which 
it went. 

“ft have about completed the annual re- 
port,”” said Mr. Inman, the chairman, 
yesterday, ‘amd as I glance over the 
figures composing the report I feel more 
than satisfied.

Washington, January 1.—The white house 
is roomy, but its capacity was taxed to the 
utmost today by the crowds that passed in 
and out of what may be termed the state 
apartmen'ts—the blue room, where foreign 
ambassadors and ministers have their first 
formal interviews with the president; the 
red room, the green room and the spacious 
east room, the scene of so many incidents 
that have become historical, and lastly, the 
generously proportioned corridor, extending 
nearly the entire length of the mansion, 
ome Which all these apartments communi- 

e. 

A force of decorators, under the direction 
of Gardener Fister, the veteran superin- 
tendent of the white house conservatory 
and grounds, had worked hard last night 
and early this morning in making the 
mansion look beautiful for the great show 
of the year. The conservatories had been 
robbed of their choicest possessions, but 
not to such an extent that those whose ob- 
Servation extended to their tropical pre- 
cinets were impressed by any sense of de- 
pletion, 

Decorations Were Ample. 

Wherever the eye wandéred—in the blue 
room, the corridor, the east room or the 
other chambers—it was met by groups of 
spreading palms and tall, drooping rubber 
trees; by flowering bushes, from the deep- 
est crimson poinsetta blooms to the most 
delicate of white rosebuds. 

The mantels, the fireplaces, the window 
embrasures were banked with floral beau- 
ty. The chandeliens were almost hidden in 
wreaths of green smilax. Ferns waved del- 
icate branches from nooks and corners, 
while stately and graceful specimens of fir 
and pine stood alone in alcoves, more im- 
pressive in their solitude. To the oval- 
shaped blue room had been given the pref- 
erence of blooming plants:and cut flowers, 
whose perfume hung heavy on the air. 

The west mantel was a mass of brilliant 
color, with its profusion of red roses, red 
camelias and red piinsettas standing in 
marked contrast to the decoration of the 
@ast mantel, which was all in white—roses 
of white, camelias of white and white hya- 
cinths. From the chandelier was pendant 
a large basket of roses, hanging above the 
heads of the receiving party, while smilax 
was entwined with jingling crystals and 
draped in chains above the doorways. 

Banked on the mantels and in the one 
great window were palms a dozen feet in 
height, azalia and poinsetta plants. The 
east room, where most of the guests as- 
sembled after they had paid their respects 
to the president, Mrs. Cleveland and the 
other members of the receiving party, look- 
ed like a tropical forest. Palms, ranging 
in size from the tallest domestic variety to 
the diminutive kind so frequently seen in 
window gardens, were the principal deco- 
ration of the east window, and these were 
surrounded by the red poinsetta, or Christ- 
mas flower, and a great varicty of foliage 
plants. Jardinieres containing*®palms, be- 
gonias, primroses and ferns covered some 
of the white and gold mantels, while on 
others were variegated-leaf pineapple 
trees. Every fireplace and window had its 
profusion of these varieties, and the pre- 
vailing chandelier decorations of smilax 
wreaths were also noticeable. 

Flowering plants were everywhere in the 
green room, while in each corner was 4 
tall rubber tree. The decoration of the red 
room was much in keeping with that in 
the other apartments, except that one 
mantel was entirely in pink begonias. dn 
anticipation of a large crowd, and in order 
to give it a free movement, a few scrub 
pine trees and some plants banked on ped- 
estals were the only displays in the cor- 


ridor. 
Reception at 11 O’Clock. 

The reception was set for 11 o’clock, and 
just at that time the members of the re- 
ceiving party, comprising President and 
Mrs. Cleveland and the cabinet officers and 
their wifes, came down. the private stair- 
case leading to the corridor, headed by 
Colonel John M. Wilson, United States 
army, superintendent of public buildings 
and grounds, in full uniform. The only ab- 
sentee from the cabinet party was Mrs. 
Smith, the wife of the secretary of the in- 
terior. Entering the blue room, the presi- 
dent and Mrs. Cleveland placed themselves 
at the right of the line and 
the others. were arranged in accordance 
with official precedence, The march from 
the private apartments above stairs had 
been accompanied by music from the United 
States Marine hand, under Professor Fan- 
cuilli, which was stationed in the public 
hobby. 

The cabinet ladies in the recefving line 
were Mrs. Olney, Mrs. Carlisle, Mrs. Har- 
mon, Mrs. Lamont, Mrs. Wilson, Miss Her- 


bert and Miss Morton. 

A numerous array of matrons and young 
ladies had been invited by Mrs Cleveland 
to stand “behind the line,” as the term is,

It*was a matter of »articu- 
lar nute that nearly all the members of 
the Giplomatic body were accompanied by 
the ladies of their famizes, if they 
any, or by the Indies of somebody else’s 
family if they had not. . 

Mrs. Yang Yu Gorgeously Attired. 

And it so happened that one of these 
women attracted .more attention from the 
spectators than any one ®f the male mem- 
bers of the foreign contingent, de- 
spite their red and blue, yellow and 
white coats and braid and side arms. She 
emiled sweetly on Mrs. Cleveland and then 
went smiling and bowing down the ling 
and continued to smile during her progress 
to the east room, apparently wholly un- 
conscious of the great interest she cre- 
ated. She was Mrs. Yang Yu, the wife of 
the Chinese min:ster, who found herself 
the cynosure of all eyes. 

Wherever she went her progress was 
greeted with whispers of “Isn’t she 
pretty?” “What beautiful silk?’ “What 
an odd headdress !”’ 

Mrs. Yang Yu was truly wonderfully at- 
tired, from an American standpoint, and 
the most wonderful thing of all about her 
attire was the head-dress referred to. It 
sparkled with gems and shimmered in 
the soft light that came through the elec- 
tric globes in the rooms. Silk cf a most 
beautiful texture formed the gown and 
Mrs. Yang Yu could certainly have had 
the satisfaction of knowing that her 
dress, if mot the envy of all the women 
at the reception, attracted the lion’s share 
of attention and praise.

NEW YORK LEGISLATURE. 


Caucus Nominees of the Republicans 
Took Charge. 


Albany, N. Y., January 1.—The legislature 
met today. Both houses were promptly 
organized, the caucus nominees of the re- 
publicans being chosen. Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor Saxton will preside in the senate 
After organization of the senate Mr. Ells- 
worth offered the following memorial on 
the Venezuelan ‘question, which was tem- 
porarily laid on the table: 

“It is proper that the senate of the state 
of New York, convened when the country 
ts concerned about grave questions of in- 
ternational policy, clearly state its posi- 
tion as being always in favor of the loyal 
maintenance of the right and dignity of the 
government of the United States. It is our 
clear conviction that arbitration is the 
true logical, intelligent, humane and hon- 
orable method of settling differences, and 
especially between the great Christian na- 
tions of the world. 

“That in conformity as we believe, with 
the views of the people of this state, we are 
of the opinion that an arbitrary determina- 
tion by any European power to fix the 
boundaries of its territory on the conti- 
nent of America so as to encroach upon 
any neighbor would be an invasion of the 
rights of the people of the country affected 
and involve violation of the essential prin- 
ciples of the Monroe doctrine. 

““That to avoid the risk of erroneous con- 
clusions about matters which the president 
has declared staill open to investigation it 
is our earnfest counsel to await the report 
of the commission already empowered by 
congress to examine all the facts in the 
Venezuelan dispute- 

“That, realizing the waste of precious life, 
the wreck of financial prosperity and the 
horrors which would be the inevitable re- 
sult of an armed conflict between England 
and the United States, we believe that 
every honorable means of settling any pos- 
sible differences should be resorted to and 
exhausted before the amicable relations 
between these two great nations, which to- 
day stand before the world for the most 
ad eed civilization, should be broken.” 


Offered to the Senate. 

In the assembly, Mr. O’Grady offered the 
memorial, which was the same as that of- 
fered in the senate. Mr..O’Grady spoke on 
the question. It ,was a time when people 
would fully indorse the sentiments ex- 
pressed in the memorial. He moved the 
adoption of the memorial and the previous 
question. He then withdrew the motion for 
the previous question for Mr. Stanchfield, 
the democratic leader, who stated: that he 
supposed this was the only time during the 
session when the republicans and demo- 
crats would ever meet on the broad plane 
of harmony. H@ heartily approved of the 
memorial, which was unanimously adopted. 
The governor’s message was then received 
and read in both houses. Senator Ells- 
worth was, after the reading of the mes- 
Sage in the senate, elected president pro 
tem., receiving his full party vote, in- 
cluding Senator Coggeshall’s vote, against 
14 votes: for Senator Cantor, the democratic 
nominee. Senator Ellsworth’s Venezuelan 
memorial was then taken up, when Sena- 
tor Cantor moved to amend by inserting 
the following at the beginning: 

“Resolved, That the senate of the state of 
New York hereby approves of the doctrines 
and patriotic sentiments contained in the 
message of President Cleveland recently 
transmitted to congress in relation to the 
boundary dispute between Venezuela and 
Great Britain.” 

Speakingon his amendment Senator Can- 
tor said the resolution was obscure in that 
it did not refer to the message of President 
Cleveland, which has caused the world- 
wide Venezuelan discussion. Senator Ells- 
worth said that the resolution indorsed all 
of the policy of the government which was 
for the benefit of the people. 

Senator Guy supported the amendment, 
asserting that the senate should plainly in- 
dorse the message of Pfesident Cleveland, 
which he interpreted as declaring that any 


invasiogn of ‘Venezuela was an invasion of 


the .United States. The majority, he said, 
did not seem to wish to do honor to Presi- 
dent Clevéland, who had sounded the most 
patriotic note of fifty years. 

Mr. Ellsworth declared that the fesolu- 
tions fully indorsed the principles of the 
Monroe doctrine. 

Senator Cantor retorted that the repub- 
lican- majority in the senate wished fo go 
contrary to the congress of the United 
States. 

Senator Lexow declared thai President 
Cleveiand did not go far enough in ‘the 
assertion of the Monroe doctrine. 

Senator Pavey said that was never a 
hint that the United States wished to back 
down from the Monroe doctrine; that Pres- 
ident Cleveland’s blustering message and 
war threat had cost the business interests 
of the country more than the value of the 


| Venezuelan territory in dispute. 


The amendment of Mr. Cantor was lost 
by a vote of 13 to 36.

ALFRED BEACH IS DEAD. 


He Was for Many Years Editor of 


The Scientifxe American. 

New York, January 1.—Alfred D, Beach 

ied yesterday from pneumonia, aged sev- 
enty years. He was. the son of Moses V. 
Beach, who established and published The 
New York Sun for many years, In 1846 he 
and his former schoolmate, Orson D. 
Munn, founded the firm of Munn & Co., 
and became the proprietors of The Scien- 
tific American, which at that time was the 
only weekly journal of its kind published 
in this country. For nearly fifty years Mr. 
Beach was active in the editorship of 
‘Lhe Scientific American, and in the direc- 
_— of the exténsive patent business of the 

rm. 

Mr. Beach was the or'ginator of several 
Lu portant inventions which have sinte been 
peicocted and are in daily use, among 
them being a typewriter, which was exhibi- 
ed in eperation at the Crystal Palace ex- 
position and american institute exposition 
in this city from 1852 to 1855, receiving from 
the latter a gold medal as one of the most 
ingenious and importat inventions of the 
age. He also worked ma v.years in devis- 
ing and perfecting a systen.:.of pneumatic 
tubes for carrying letters.

Abort this time every year the state de 
Partkent receives inquiries from all over 
the Guntry as to what days the govern~- 
ment ecognizes as national holidays. AS & 
matter of fact, strictly speaking, there 
are No national holidays outside of the 
District ¢ Columbia and the territories, as 
the varims states, each for itself, decides 
upon its «wn holidays. Practically speak- 
ing. howevr, a holiday becomes national 
wnen it is served both by the states and 
the territorig under the exclusive control 
of the federa government. There are only 
two days whiq, are recognized as holidays 
by all the stats the District of Columbia 
and the territeies; these are Christmas 
and Independenwe day. 
‘ ag has ‘esignated eight days @s 
n0lidays im the \istrict and territories. 
They are New Year's day, Washington's 
birthday, Inauguraijon day, which comes 
round only once in ‘oyr years, Decoration 
day, Independence daz, Labor day, ‘rhanks- 
giving day and Chrismas day. 

New Year's day is olkerved as a holiday 
in all the states exc&t Massachusetts, 
New Hampshire and Ride Island. Wash- 
ington’s birthday is not . holiday in Ar- 
kansas, Mississippi or Iova. Inauguration 
day is observed only in the District of Co- 
lumbia and the territories. Decoration day 
is observed only in the norty In most of 
the southern states Memorig day takes 
its place. Labor day is now observed in 
over half the states, and Thinksgiving 
day is now a holiday in all he states, 
though in some of them it is not a statuto- 
ry holiday. 

Many of the states have holidays peculiar 
to themselves. Illinois observes Liacoin’s 
birthday; California and Nevada, Admis- 
sion day, while some cities celebrate cer- 
tain days intimately connected with weir 
history. For insiance, New York observes 
the day on which thé British evacuated at 
the close of the revolution. Baltimore «b- 
serves Defenders’ day, the day the Britisa 
attack on the city was repulsed. 

No Conference Between Them. 

The report that President Cleveland and 
Speaker Reed have been in conference on 
the bond and revenue bills is erroneous. 
The president has no liking for the gentle- 
man from Maine, and the speaker Nas a 
similar feeling for the occupant of the 
white house, After his election as speaker 
Mr. Reed made the usual call on the chief 
executive. He staid just long enough t0 
exchange the perfunctory words of greet- 
ing and of adieu. He says himself that he 
is not likely to darken the doors of tne 
white house again before March 4, 1597, al- 
though possibly he may make an exception 
for a state dinner. 

After March 4, 1897, Mr. Reed fondly 
hopes to be the master of the white house 
himself.

When congress assembled there 
was a very general feeling among demo- 
crats that there would be a scramble 
among at least three or four prominent 
mem to secure the distinction. Many pre-

' tion. These predictions have not been vert- 
fied. It was, perhaps, fortunate for the 
ex-speaker that the issues before the house 
were important ones, in which his experi- 
ence as speaker for two‘terms, his tnor- 
ough parliamentary training and judicial 
mind had a chance to assert theomeelvee. 
His leadership in regard to the three great 
questions which have been before congress 
in a single month has excited favorable 
comment even among his opponents. fe 
went straight at the issue involved in the 
resolution relating to Ambassador Bayard, 
and he easily struck the keynote in the 
revenue and bond bills. The democrats 
were in a delicate position on these latter 
questions, as they were obliged to show a 
strong front to the republicans while they 
were not supported by the administration 
in the spirit which governed them as repre- 
sentatives. At the same time the minority 
is hopelessly split on the currency question. 
Yet it i« generally admitted that in regard 
to all these problems the ex-speaker has 
acquitted himself so far with admirable 
tact. It is evident that his experience in 
the chair for four years has been of in- 
estimable benefit to him.”

Municipal Affairs Are in a Splendid 
Condition—All the Committees 
i Announced.

Athens, Ga, January 1.—(Special.)—The 
council of 1895 met this morning at 10 
o'clock at the city headquarters and was 
called to order by Mayor O’Farrell 

After the transaction of a few minor 
matters the reports of committees and offi- 
cers were received. 

Chairman Yancey, of the finance com- 
mittee, in speaking of the financial condi- 
tion of the city, took occasion to pay @ 
high compliment to the administration of 
Mayor O'Farrell for the years 1894 and 18. 

He called the attention of the councu 
to the important facts concerning the work 
of the administration of city affairs for 
the past two years. 

Despite a reduction in taxable values 
during those two years and the abolishing 
of specific taxes, the city without any in- 
crease of the tax rate has retired nearly 
$18,000 of public debt; has erected a sew- 
erage system; has paid for an electric light 
Sysiem; has collected nearly $30,000 back 
taxes and whereas at the beginning of the 
administration the Nabilities of the city 
exceeded the assets by $17,250, now the as- 
sets exceed the liabilities by $17,313, repre- 
senting a net gain of $34,563. The city now 
has over. $20,000 in the treasury and is in 
tip-top financial shape. 

The Fire Department. 

The report of Chief McDorman showea 
up well for the fire depariment. During the 
year the department responded to forty- 
four calls, 

The-amount of insurance. risk on the 
endangered buildings was $244,950. The 
actual Icsses sustained as evidenced by 
damages paid, were $10,865.87. This was 
léss than 414 per cent of the total risk. 

Chief of Police. 


Chief D. C. Uliver made his report ror 
the year, which showed the docketing. of 
229 cases, a much smaller number than in 
previous years. Of these ninety-six were 
white males, one white female, ninety-four 
colored males, thirty-eight colored females. 
Of this number 114 were found gulify and 
lls dismissed. Nine hundred and Nifty dol- 
lars and ninety cenis represented tne 
amount of fees imposed, $4952 was collecied 
and $348.1) worked out on the streets; $11.80 
appealed. 

During the year Chief Oliver collected 
from fl. fas. in his hands the sum or $15,- 
604.35. During 1894 he collected $13,787.20. 
Thus in his two years of service he nas 
collected from tax fi. fas. the sum of $2y.- 
391L. 55. 

Report on Lights. 

Manager P. J. Voss made a report on the 
electric light plant. The city haus been op- 
erating its own are light plant for two 
months. The report of Manager Voss, as 
subnfitted by Chairman Rhodes of the 


light committee, showed that the expenses | 


had been $532.41, or for one month, $266.20. 
This makes the average cost of lights to 
the city for the past two months figure 
out at the raie of $37.92 per light per an- 
num. ‘hat shows up well for the city in 
the management of its electric lights. 


Death Rate. 


The report of the sanitary inspector 
showed that during the year the deauns 
had numbered 120, which represents a 
little less than l-per cent of the popula- 
tion. 

The waterworks and street departments 
made comprehensive reports concerning the 
improvement done in their line. 

After remarks by Alderman Yancey and 
Mayor O'Farrell the council of 1895 ad- 
journed sine die. 

The new council mef promptly at noon 
yes.ierday. Mayor O’Farrell administered 
the oath of office to Mayor-elect McMahan 
and to Aldermen-elect Center, Lowe, Bar- 
row and ‘Foster. 

He then wished all the members of coun- 


cila happy and prosperous year and turn- 


ed the gavel over to Mayor McMahan. 
The new council proceeded to business 
at once, the first thing being the arrange- 
ment of salaries for vhe different offices. 
The sadjaries were designated as follows:

Aldern.an Foster offered. am ordinance 
to abclish the office of bureau of promo- 
tion. The ordinance was passed. Before it 
passed Alderman Rhodes took occasion to 
compliment Dr. Cariton on the work done 
in the office during 18%, and it was tne 
general opinion of council that good re- 
sults would flow from it. The office was 
discontinued on account of the stringency 
of the times. 

Dr. . Cc. Orr of the first ward, and 
Dr. John Gerdine, of the second ward, were 
re-elected to the board of education. 

The bond of the clerk and treasurer was 
fixed ot $25,000, and that of chief of police 
at $2,500. 

The time for the regular monthly meet- 
ings of council was fixed the same as iast 
vear—first Monday after the 4th day of 
each month. 

Mavor McMahan made a few remarks 
just befox council adiourned. He strongly 
advocated the gradual paving of the busi- 
ness streets of Athens if the council could 
see ite way clear to do so. He also ad- 
vocated the speedy erection of a calahoose, 
Mecent huilding a dis- 
erace to the city; jHe did not advocate 
going into debt to’ do eo but believed it 
could be done without that. He also ad- 
vocated changing the time of electing city 
officers from January Ist to June ist, be. 
lieving such a step would give each newly 
elected councilman a better idea of the 
value of each officer’s services. Such a 
step would also remove the offices furfMer 
from politics. He also said it was the duty 
of the corporation to see that all bords 
of officers be made in security companies 
and the cermoration to rev for the bond.

Foley came to Atlanta.in November from 
Norfolk, Va. He secured a place as con- 
ductor on one of the Consolidated exposi- 
tion cars, but had not been running more 
than three weeks when he was reported 
to Superintendent Hurt by the motorman 
on his car, which was a Fair street car to 
the exposition. 

Motorman West said that Foley 
down 200 fares and put the money, $10, in 
his pocket. He offered Motorman West 
half of the arfount, but the motorman re- 
fused to take ij. he conductor slipped the 
money in West's pocket and the next day 
West reported him to Mr. Hurt. 

Foley rang down the fares in the night 
out about Grant park, when there was no 
one on the car except himself and his mo- 
torman. 

Foley claimed to have come from New 
YorK when he first came here, but it is 
thought that he is from Norfolk, Va., or 
Chicago. He had been a street car fare 
collector before coming to Atlanta.

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BAND PLAYED DIXIE 


A Double Celebration of Emancipation 
Day in Rome. 


WERE TWO FACTIONS INVOLVED 


And They Held Separate Meetings. 
fome Sensational Suits Filed, 
Disasters by Fire. 


Rome, Ga, January 1.—(Special.)}—Today 
has been a notable day in negro circles in 
Rome. Never befora has Emancipation 
day been celebrated by such eclat. As the 
procession of several hundred colored cit- 
izens and visitors, made up of the various 
secret organizations, marched down Broad 
street the band played ‘‘Dixie.” 

They filled the opera house to overflow- 
ing and the street in front was thronged 
with the overflow. 

Professor T. M. Dent, principal of the 
Rome colored public schools, delivered a 
striking address on Masonry among the 
negroes, and a number of the leading Ma- 
sons of the white lodges in the city listen- 
ed to it with mudh interest. There were 
other aiddresses on the different secret 
organizations among colored people. 

The orator of the day was Charles W. 
.Canrsler, one of the most notable negroes 


-in Tennessee. His home is in Knoxville 


and he was at one time district attorney of 
of that federal judicial district. 
Split by Factions. 

- While all that was going on at the 
opera house, a grand convocation was tak- 
ing place at the courthouse, the celebration 
having been divided by contending factions. 
The younger elememt, including the secret 
ordies, wanted it their way; and the min- 
isiters wanted it theirs, so the latter secur- 
ed the presence of Rev. J. E. W. Bowen, 
who made such an impression by his ad- 
dress on negro problems in Atlanta. 

They met in the superior courtroom and 
there was not standing room for the great 
crowd. Bowen’s subject was “A New Negro 
for a New Country,” and he handied it 
well. 

There were many white citizens present 
who listened to his address with much 
attenttion. There was mq disorder and 
everything passed off quietly, despite the 
fact that there were a great many strange 
negroes here from a distance and all the 
colored population of Rome and the sur- 
rounding country thronged the streets 
during the day.

Disasters by Fire. 


The burning of the two little children of 
Dora Bruce yesterday was the result of 
criminal carelessness that was unpardon- 
able. The mother was drunk the night 
before and in a half-intoxicated : condi- 
tion yesterday morning when she shut 
the little ones in the room and left them 
to their fate. 

The children were so horribly burned 
that pieces of their flesh and their tongues 
dropped off before death ended their suf- 
ferings. One of them died early in the 
night and the other lingered till near 
daylight, when ‘it, too, passed away. 

This morning, about 2 o’clock, Fred 
Schlapbach, one of the leading meat mar- 
ket men of tne city, was awakened by an 
alarm of fire at his home, in the fifth ward. 
He ran out in his night clothes and dis- 
covered his barn and stables in flames. 

W ith the assistance of friends who ran 
‘to his assistance, he succeeded in getting 
his horses and nrules out of the burning 
building, but all his forage,’corn, harness 
and wagons were a total loss.

This time, 
however, the wet men have put out a full 
ticket—for mayor, George D. Hollis; for 
recorder, John W. Cain, editor of The 
Chattooga News, and for councilmen, E. N. 
Martin, H. B. Kirby, D. P. Henley, C. C. 
Bryan and N. K. Bitting. 

Those constituting the ticket are also oOp- 
posed to the levying of a property tax for 
municipal purposes, and the contest be- 
tween the two factions is likely to prove a 
very hot one, The probability is, from the 
present outlook, that the wet ticket will 
carry the town, which was among the few 
of the smaller towns of Georgia where li- 
quor was sold, up to two years ago.

CHASED BY REV. M. J. COFER. 


The Price Paid Was $350—The 
Grounds Will Be Leased and a 
Syndicate Formed. 


Dr. R. V. Atkisson, the chairman of the 
Moody campaign committee, has disposed 
of the Moody tabernacle. 

The sale was consummated yesterday 
morning by the delivery of a check to Dr. 
Atkisson for $350. The check was signed 
by Rev. M. J. Cofer, of Gainesville, Ga. 
Mr. Cofer is a member of the North Geor- 
gia conference, and is one of the leading 
Methodist divines of the state. 

At the last meeting of the Evangelical 
Ministers’ Association the question of 
leasing or selling the tabernacie was the 
chief topic of discussion. lt was the desire 
of all present to keep the tabernacle if 
possible and to use it during the ceming 
year for big reiugious mass meetings. It 
was finally decided, however, to appoint 
a committee with Dr. Atkisson as chair- 
ran, and to give that committee full pow- 
er to act in the matter. 

By virtue of this authority the building 
was sold yesterday morning to Rev. M. J. 
Cofer, who offered the highest bid for the 
building. 

The sale of the tabernacle covers only the 
structure itself. The cost of its erection 
was something in the neighborhood of! 
2,000, including material and labor, and the 
amount realized from the sale yesterday 
Was very small in comparison with this 
sum. The committee, however, thought it 
best to sell, and for that reason the sale 
was negotiated. 

It is understood on very good authority 
that several ministers in Atlanta have 
formed a syndicate for the purchase of 
the tabernacle and that Mr. Cofer will sell 
to these gentlemen, retaining a small inter- 
est himself in the tabernacle. 

The ground on which the tabernacle is 
built can be leased for the next six months 
and possibly for a much longer time, The 
syndicate will lease the ground and hold 
the building intact for the coming year. 

Rev. Sam Jones has already indicated his 
desire to carry on a series of meet-ngs in 
Atlanta and expects to begin his campaign 
in this city about the Ist of April or per- 
haps some time in March. He has spoken 
for the Moody tabernacle and in a letter 
written several weeks ago intimates that 
he would secure it on his own responsibili- 
ty if the association found it impossible to 
hold it for him. Scarcely a week will pass 
this year without a meeting of pompe kind 
in the tabernacle. 

The money realized from, the sale/of the 
tabernacle yesterday mornigg wil be sent

It appears that in some quarters the 
manufacturers are opening their eyes to 
facts so plain and so unmistakable—so 
near to the surface of things—that the 
failure to perceive them heretofore on 
the part of those most interested must 
eyer remain a source of profousd aston- 
ishment to thoughtful men. 

. Ag least, however, the discovery of 
these facts stems to have been made by 
members of the Textile Manufacturers’ 
Association of the South and West: and 
coming from members of this body the 
circular which we print elsewhere must 
be regarded as highly significant. The 
circular, as will be seen, is signed by 
President George S. Bowen and Secre- 
tary C. S. Tomlinson. The facts that it 
sets forth are significant, but the special 
Significance of the circular lies in the 
fact that the textile manufacturers of 
the west and south have opened their 
eyes to a condition of affairs that threat- 
ens the. annihilation of their invest- 


“ments. It is perhaps too much to ex-

A Voice from the North. 

We have referred more than once in 
the past few weeks to the changed atti- 
tude of some of the stalwart republican 
newspapers of the north toward the 
south. 

The New York Mail and Express, in 
particular, has attracted attention. 
Formerly it was classed among the 
south haters, but under its new manage- 
ment its treatment of the south has en- 
tirely changed. It,is one of the strong- 
est advocates of the proposed blue and 
gray reunion in New York this Summer, 
and it has urged the president to appoint 
on the Venezuelan commission a rep- 
resentative southerner. 

The Mail and Express has taken an 
active interest in our exposition and its 
farewell to our xo ag show is a graceful 
and a tender tribtife. It says that our 
exposition has added a great fact to the 
history of the south and a delightful 
memory to the mental storehouse of 
the country, and it predicts that with 
the passing of this enterprise the south- 
ern people will close a book which has 
been well worth reading, and open an- 
other which will. be of still greater in- 
terest and value. Replying to its critics 
who have accused it of “slopping over” 
with too much sentiment when review- 
ing the changed relations of the sec- 
tions, our contemporary says: 

To all such rebukes and to all reflec- 
tions upon our attitude as a rock-ribbed 
republican journal towdrds the south, we 
hawe only to say that to those who have 
eyes to see, and ears to hear, sentiment 
is the salvation of humankind, and be- 
neath the overwhelming sentiment of 
1895 we see hidden the most potent and 
significant fact of the century in Amer- 
ican life, the burial of the last dreg of 
bitterness of sectional strife and the rise 
of a mutual confidence and reciprocal in- 
terest that mean an unprecedented com- 
mercial’and manufacturing impetus to the 
country, and a crystallization of power 
that cannot be without a lesson to the old 
world and a promise to the new. Our 
critics seem to see in a holiday parade 
only waving plumes, bright uniforms and 
inspiring music. ‘They must pardon us 
if, while appreciating these, we are chief- 
ly impressed by the terrible force and in- 
domitable courage which the holiday uni- 
forms imply. 

And so we are sentimental enough to 
bid farewell to the Atlanta exposition 
with keenest regret, but without sorrow; 
for what it means as to the past is trif- 
ling as compared with what it promises 
for the future. It has been the signal of 
hope and self-confidence to all the south, 
now coming forth to meet us in friendly 
encounter in the arena of commerce. The 
echoes from the Gate City will linger 
long among the hills of every state on 
either side of what used to be the 
Mason and Dixon line. And the final 
echoes will most fittingly be those of the 
women, soft and low, as they terminate, 
with a day devoted to the sex, the splen- 
did exposition their efforts have done so 
much to grace and vivify. 

No paper need be afraid to indulge In 
such patriotic sentiments, and they may 
be expressed without fear of any criti- 
cism’ worthy of the name. When a 
northern republican newspaper talks in 
this fashion if is doing its full share in 
the noble work of reviving the Amer- 
ican spirit and wiping out sectional- 
ism. 
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One Result of the Exposition. 

The wideawake visitors from every 
southern state who studied our expo- 
sition showed a lively interest in every- 
thing pertaining to manufacturing. 

Machinery, new inventions and electr1- 
cal appliances seemed to be among the 
most popular features of the exposition, 
and certain lines of manufactured pro- 
ducts from the south attracted great at- 
tention. 

The truth is, the southern people have 
made up their minds not to depend upon 
agricultnre alone. They have discovered 
that cotton mills in the south pay bigger 
dividends than those at Fall River, and 
when an Alabama town secures from 
Japan the biggest contract ever made 
for a foreign shipment of iron pipe we

If the expo- 
sition had done nothing more than to 
bring about this change it would be 
worth many times what it cost. 
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Moralists Who Murder. 

We are out of patience with the moral- 
ists who are all the time trying to purify 
society by murdering somebody. 

The other night in Marion county, 
Kentucky, a crowd of respectable citi- 
zens felt so scandalized by the conduct 
of a man and a woman that they sur- 
rounded the house in which the guilty 
couple were asleep and set fire to the 
place and cremated them. 

The lynchers did this, they claimed, in 
the interest of the public morals, and 
they did not even take the precaution to 
wear masks. They were not ashamed 
of their work and it never occurred to 
them that anybody would raise any 
serious objection. 

In this they seem to have made a mis- 
take, for the Kentucky newspapers de- 
mand their punishment and the governor 
proposes to bring them to justice if pos- 
sible. If the authorities go to work in 
earnest they will doubtless succeed in 
convicting these outlaws, and it is to be 
hoped that they will all be severely pun- 
ished. 

It is absurd for us to protest against 
the ,furkish outrages in Armenia when 
crimes almost as bad occur at our own 
doors. The outside world will never 
have any respect for the south or any 
confidence in the ability of our people 
to maintain peace and order so long as 
we permit mobs to take the law into 
their own hands. 

The moralists who murder their neigh- 
bors on account of some infraction of 
the social code are a very dangerous 
class of citizens. The man and woman 
who were cremated in Kentucky were 
living together in adultery, but that is 
not an offense punishable with death. 
Whatever the penalty may be only the 
courts have the right to inflict it. Every 
man who took part in burning these 
two unfortunates is a murderer and 
should be sent to the gallows. When 
moralists propose to regulate society by 
committing murder it is time for so- 
ciety to suppress them. 
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Facts About Last Year. 

Last year in this country various per- 
sons gave $12,379,820 to colleges; $5,745,- 
670 to charities; $2,089,150 to churches; 
ta museums and art gallaries $1,724,500; 
to libraries $530,439, and to other in- 
stitutions $6,471,976; a total of $28,943,- 
M49, which is nearly $10,000,000 more 
than was given the year before. 

Against this bright record we must 
contrast a very different chapter of Sta- 
tistics. Last year this country lost 4,250 
lives by shipwreck, about 2,000 fewer 
than were lost in 1894 Our railways 
killed 3,600 persons, about 550 more than 
were killed in 1894. We lost by fire last 
year $131,578,206, about $15,000,000 more 
than the previous year. 

In the world at large 79,461 persons 
lost their lives in epidemics, a falling off 
of 50 per cent from the year before. In 
war 157,986 lives were lost last year. 

Suicides and murders have largely in- 
creased. Last year there were 5,759 
suicides, and for the past ten years they 
have increased at a fearful rate. In 
1895 we had 10,500 murders, an in- 
crease of 700. 

Lynchings show a decrease. In 1895 
there were 171 persons lyrfched as com- 
pared with 194 the year previous. 

Smbezzlements are also on the de- 
crease, the defaleations for last year 
amounting to less than half of the total 
for 1894. 

Upon the whole, it is a record of light 
and shade. Some of it is very black, 
but the bright spots’ will encourage 
those who maintain that the world is 
growing better. 
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A Creditable Report. 

We publish elsewhere the official re- 
port of Hon. Joseph T. Orme, the city 
treasurer, for the year ending- Decem- 
ber 31, 1895. We invite the attention of 
our readers to the details of the excél- 
lent showing made for the city’s finan- 
ces. 

The statement reflects credit on the 
able administration of the city’s finances 
during the past year, and the prompt and 
efficient manner in which Treasurer 
Orme has executed his work gives at- 
test to the wisdom of the people in elect- 
ing him to the responsible office of city 
treasurer. 

The books are in excellent condition 
and the city is to be congratulated in 
having such an efficient officer for its 
treasurer as Mr. Orme has proven him- 
self to be, not only during the present, 
but in previous administrations. 
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The Annexation of Hawaii. 

Miss Kate Field, the well-known wri- 
ter and lecturer, has had a long inter- 
view with President Dole, of Hawaii, 
and a report of it appears in The Chi- 
cago Times-Heftald. 

President Dole appears to be'a very 
interesting man, 2 good talker and a very 
conservative official. His heart's desire, 
as he explained to Miss Field, is to 
see the country of which he is president 
annexed .to the United States, but not 
in the ordinary way. For instance, he 
doesn’t want Hawaii put on a footing 
with the territories in this country, 
whose governors are appointed by the 
president, but desires that the govern- 
ment of the islands shall go on pretty 
much as it is now going on but at the 
same time be a part @f the United 
States. 

Intelligent as he seems to be, President 
Dole evidently forgets that under our 
constitution the annexation of Hawaii 
would put that country under a ferm 
of government precisely as if it were a 
territory. We cannot make fish of one

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A Good Suggestion. 

The~New York World, which, for a 
metropolitan newspaper, seems to do an 
unusual amount of fretting over the 
financial situation, makes the following 
remarks, which we present as a New 
Year’s gift to our readers. “Is ‘the 
street’ all?” it asks and then  pro- 
ceeds: 

Why is it that the supposed needs of 
Wall street—using the term as descriptive 
of the stock gamblers and the money 
shavers of the country—are alone or chief- 
ly considered in deciding the needs of the 
treasury? 

The people of the country—the great 
mass of 12,000,000 voters—are not suffering 
for gold. Any one of the government's 
half dozen or more kinds of -money will 
satisfy them. Their only trouble is to get 
enough greenbacks, treasury notes, coin 
certificates, national bank notes or even 
cart-wheel dollars. Even the active busi- 
ness men are not clamoring for gold. It 
is only the bankers and a small ring of 
them, with other dabblers in cent-per- 
cents, who are raiding the treasury and 
calling for more gold. 

Why does not the government try the plan 
for a while of considering the welfare and 
the needs of the whole people, and let ‘“‘the 
street’’ look out for itself? That would 
be a novelty at least. It might work well. 
Is it not, worth a trial? | 

Now, although this suggestion has 
been 
time to time for many years, age does 
not run against it. It is as good now as 
it was when first made. The interests 
of the people are so much more impor- 
tant than those of the speculative ele- 
ment of Wall street—so much more im- 
portant than those of any element in 
that vicinity—that it would be idle to 
make any comparison. 7 

As The World says, the people of the 
country—the active business men, the 
manufacturers, the producers and the 
wage carners—are not clamoring for gold. 
It is only a small clique of money len- 
ders, who are anxious to add to their 
profits. It is not the eagerness of these 
men that we criticise, but the eager- 
ness with which the administration runs 
to meet their wishes.

Circular Letter Sent to Textile Manu- 
facturers of South and West. 


The following circular sent out to manu- 
facturers throughout the country explains 


itself: 

“The Textile Manufacturers’ Association 
of the South and West, Nos. 177 and 179 
Adams street, Chicago, Ill, December 18.— 
To Textile Manufacturers: Our country is 
passing through a peculiar and unusual 
experience. The annual receipts of the. 
government are much below the yearly 
expenditures, causing a deficit of many 
millions during the past year. 

“Manufacturers are forced to contend 
with continuous declining markets. Im- 
ports of certain competitive foreign goods 
are largely increasing and our own manu- 
facturers and compelled to reduce their 
prices materially in order to compete with 
the low-priced productions of European 
and Asiatie countries, the commerce of 
which is reatizing great advantage in our 
markets by reason of exchange in the sil- 
ver-using countries, the great reduction in 
our tariff rates and the repeal of our reci- 
procity laws, and as a result we are 
brought face to face with new and un- 
tried conditions. 

“Exports of all agricultural productions 
are made at lower prices than ever before 
realired in the history of our country. The 
great bulk of our consumers are thus 
obliged to restrict their purchases to the 
lowest possible limit, so that low prices 
do not increase consumption. . Universal 
paralysis among consumers is not conduc- 
ive to prosperity among our manufac- 
turers. Our aggregate debt abroad has 
already reached alarming proportions, 
amounting to about seven thousand mil- 
lions of dollars, and requiring more than 
three hundred millions of gold. or its_equiv- 
alent in property. or commodities, to pay 
the yearly interest charges with the pos- 
sibility of an immediate increase of the 
debt by the further issue of more bonds 
to rrovide for current expenses. 

“The textile manufacturers are im- 
mensely interested in the present situation, 
and some thoughtful expressions of their 
recent practical experience must have 
great influence in directing wise and pru- 
dent legislation in the present emergency. 
Therefore all textile manufacturers of the 
west and south are earnestiv invited to 
attend a conference at the Palmer house, 
Chicago, Tuesday, January 14, 1896, where 
the difficulties of the present situation may 
be carefully considered and such _ united 
action looking toward relief be taken as 
the delegates may deem wise and desir- 
able. ;

ECHOES FROM THE PEOPLE. 


The Georgia School of Technology. 

Augusta, Ga., December 30, 1895.—Editor 
Constitution: A few days ago I wrote you 
a short letter expressive of the interest [ 
feel in what may be regarded as a crisis 
in the history of the Georgia School of 
Technology. Will you indulge me in a 
few additional thoughts? 

In a recent letter from your Macon cor- 
respondent, I noted a statement to the ef- 
fect that Hon. Nat Harris purposes to 
make an active canvass of the state next 
spring and sunfmer with a view to arous- 
ing public interest in the school of tech- 
nology. This is very wise of Colonel 
Harris, and I am confident it will be to 
him a labor of love. It is just the work 
that needs to be done. We do not get 
our public institutions close enough to the 
people. This is especially true of our 
leading educational institutions. 

No one knows better than Colonel Harris 
the long and desperate struggle the friends 
of technical education had in the house of 
representatives in 1883 and 1884-85 in the 
effort to graft on the legislative mind the 
thought which proposed to educate the 
hand as well as the head. It required 
more than one session and more than or- 
dinary management to graft upon the pol- 
icy of the state the organization and sup- 
port of a school which should open new 
avenues of employment, usefulness and 
distinction to our young men. 

Unfortunately, having won the fight in 
legislative halls, the. friends of the enter- 
a ceased their efforts. The people 

ave never quite comprehended the special 
object and .us high mission of the school 
of technology. ey have not been in 
touch with the institution. As a result of 
this condition of affairs, with the changes 
made in the membership of the general as- 
sembly, every request for an appropriation 
for the school of technology has met with 
opposition difficult, if not impossible, to 


overcome. 
You will see a change for the better itn 
the legislature to be chosen in October, 
896, should Colonel Harris be spared to 
carry out his purpose to speak to the 
le face to face on this important subject.

Gloomy Scenes at the Exposition 
Grounds Yesterday. 


EXHIBITORS RUSHING “AWAY 


Work of Packing Going on in All of 
the Buildings Rapidly. 


WHAT OF THE «MISSING DECISIONS 


Foreign Exhibitors Solicitous Over the 
Delay of the Report of the In- 
ternational Jury. 


There was an air of desolation every- 
where yesterday on the exposition grounds 
in spite of the long procession of wagous 
that rumbled continually about the plank 
road. It was a deserted city and wore the 
appearance of a cemetery. Occasionally a 
stray wanderer would pass across the 
plaza end hurry on to get away from the 
dismal surroundings. The wonted music 
of the Midway was hushed. The Midway 
itself was vacant.

ly acdressed an imaginary crowd and an-

charge. 

Irside the buildings, however, there was 
a scene of lively activity, The exhibitors 
were rushing to get away their goods. In 
the agricultural hall many of the exhibits 
were dismantled in the forenoon. The com- 
missioners from Arkansas, Louisiana, 
South Carolina and Florida were workihg 
with coats off. 

In the fine arts building many of the 
pictures Were taken down and cased for 
shipment. It will be some weeks before 
the foreign section in the manufactures 
and liberal arts hall’is disturbed. A small 
crowd of shoppers still haunted the place 
yesterday and the wares were going at:a 
great reduction. 

In all of the other buildings the exhib- 
itors were working like beavers. The 
quickest work was done in the government 
Huilding. Yesterday afternoon this build- 
ing presented an entirely different appear- 
ance. A large force of trained workmen 
have been employed and Uncle Sam will 
be among the first to get off liis display. 

Mr. Inman on the Scene. 

In the offices in the administration build- 
ing‘ there was still work to be done, Mr. 
Sam Inman.came out at 2 o’clock and 
held consultation over financial affairs. 
Captain James Wylie, who has proved one 
of the most able financiers and devoted 
his time incessantly to the affairs of the 
exposition, was there, too, directing in the 
different departments and advising. The 
duties of General Manager Smith were fin- 
ished. His office was vacant and he was 
beck cgain at his law practice down town. 
Secretary Lewis was engaged in writing 
out permits to exhibitors to remove their 
exhibits. Chief Tyler, of the transporta- 
tion department, had his hands full agatii 
Mr. Collier sat in his office—a lone seniinel. 
The executive work of the exposition has 
been vested entirely in him. He is how 
the head and front of the whole fair. 

‘l. ara glad,” he said, ‘‘that the great 
strain of work is over. It seems a relief, 
but then we can’t help feeling sorry that 
it has all passed and it seems a pity to 
Wipe away such a beautiful place as this.

IMPORTANT BUSINESS AHEAD. 


TRUSTEES OF THE TECHNOLOGI- 
CAL WILL MEET TOMORROW. 


Report That the Entire Board May 
Resign Has Been Rumored. 
Dr. Hopkins’s Resignation. 


A meeting of the board of trustees of the 
Georgia Technological school has been call- 
ed for tomorrow forenoon at Mr. Sam In- 
man’s office, corner Broad and Alabama 
streets. 

ThifS will be a very important meeting, 
since the resignation of Dr. Isaac Hopkins, 
the president, ag well as other matters per- 
taining to the conduct of the institution, 
will come up for cons‘deration and final 
action. 

Mr. Samuel Inman is a member of the 
board, He was seen yesterday with refer- 
ence to the meeting, but declined to make 
any statement as to the reported resigna- 
tion of the board. 

It will be remembered that the last leg- 
islature refused to appropriate any money 
for the assistance of this school. Follow- 
ing this action President Hopkins’s resigna 
tion was sent in to the board. In turn re- 
port followed that the entire board would 
resign. The outcome of the meeting to- 
morrow will be watched with keen interest 
in view of the developments already re- 
ported, 

President Hopkins was in Macon yester- 
day. It may be that he went there to con- 
fer with Hon. N. E. Harris, chairman of 
the board of trustees, The important mat- 
ter that will come before tomorrow’s meet- 
ing will be the selection of a successor to 
Dr. Hopkins as president of the tech. Sev- 
eral names have been suggested, among 
them Dr. W. L. Jones, the prominent 
Georgia educator, Professor Lyman Hall 
and others, Of course nothing can be told 
about this, as not one of the members of 
the board has expressed himself and no one 
knows what is in the minds of the mem- 
bers. 

There is such a probability as that the 
board will not elect a president of the big 
college tomorrow, as it has been reported 
that a majority, if not all of the trustees, 
would resign. Hon. N. E Harr‘s, chair- 
man of the Technological school ard, 
and the originator of the bill creating the 
school, stated to The Constitution a week 
ago that he would probably resign. He 
may be induted to remain, as the school is 
his special pride. Governor Atkinson will 
do all he can to have all the trustees re- 
main, and will labor to put the school on 
the high footing on which it should rest as 
the leading school in the south for manual 
training. Governor Atkinson will not ac- 
cept, he says, the resignation of the mem- 
bers. The meeting tomorrow will be full of 
interest as the future of the great school 
largely hinges upon the action that will be 
taken at the meeting.

BE ABSOLUTELY PURE. 


A Very Interesting Piece of Legisla- 
tion Goes Into Effect This Month. 
No Adulterations in Milk.

“The recent legislation on this subject, 
regulating the sale of .milk, butter and 
cheese, adopted by ttfe last session of the 
general assembly, g0¢s into effect this 

h. 

” ee. R. J. Redding, the president of the 
Georgia Dairymen’s Association, gives a 
very interesting interview to The Consti- 
tution on the beneficial results that will ac- 
crue from the operation of this stacute. 

“Under the provisions of this act,” said 
hé, yesterday, ‘‘the sale of adulterated milk, 
impure milk or milk from which the rich 
“drippings” have been held back, is abso- 
lutely prohibited. Skimmed milk and but- 
termilk may be sold as such, but all milk 
sold as whole milk must contain not less 
than 3% per cent of butter fat and 8% per 
cent of other milk solids. 

“Section 3 provides that any substance, 
or compound, or article made in the sem- 
blance of butter or cheese, from pure milk, 
is declared to be ‘imitation butter’ and 
‘4mitation cheese,’ and must not be yel- 
low or any shade of yellow. 

‘Imitation butter or imitation cheese can- 
not be lawfully kept for sale for the pur- 
poses of the genuine article unless the box 
or other vessel which contains such imita- 
tion be branded in large black letters, ‘Sub- 
stitute for Butter,’ or ‘Substitute for 
Cheese,’ as the case mey be. 

“Every sale and delivery to a purchaser 
of such imitation butter or imitation cheese 
must be accompanied by a printed state- 
ment in the English language that the ar- 
ticle so sold and delivered is imitation but- 
ter or imitation cheese. | 

“Every keeper of a hotel, restaurant, 
boarding house, bakery, saloon, lunch coun- 
ter or other place of public entertainment 
who shall keep, use, sell or serve therein, 
either as food for his guests, patrons, em- 
ployes, etc., or for cooking purposes, any 
imitation butter or imitation cheese shall 
keep constantly posted in the place where 
such imitation may be sold or served, so 
that’ the same may be easily seen and 
read by any person in such room, a while 
card, not less than ten by fourteen inches 
in size, on which shall be printed in the 
English language, in letters one inch in 
height and one-half inch in width, the 
words: ‘Imitation But Used Here,’ or 
‘Imitation, Cheese Useq Gre, as the case 
may be. 

“All violations shall be punished, on con- 
viction by any ¢ourt having jurisdiction 
over misdemeanors, as prescribed in sec- 
tion 4310 of the code of Georgia. 

'**Hotels and other public houses of enter- 
tainment, who set oleomargarine, butterine, 
etc., before their guests or employes, and 
merchants who handle the above articles, 
would do well to inform themselves in re- 
gard to the details of the law.”

been made, says the outlook for the busi- 
ness is gloomy in the extreme. Prices have 
sunk to a figure never before known, and 
the greatest discouragement prevails, both 
in Florida and this state. It is impossible 
to get in Europe now even as high as , 
pence a unit; the prices vary from 5 to 5% 
pence. At these prices, after paving the 
royalty, and with the most favorable 
freights, the mining companies are unable 
to make more than $2 per ton for. their 
rock. This does not enable them to live. 
The strictest economy is being practiced, 
wages are being reduced, saving devices 
are being adopted, and the cost of mining 
has been reduced to the minimum; but even 
with this, unless there is an improvement 
in the market, the phosphate companies 
mush stop. The Carolina Mining Company, 
which is a wealthy one, composed of Eng- 
lishmen, has already ceased operations. 
The company could not mine the rock with 
a profit at present prices. It is not known 
whether it will ever resume Its stoppage 
means the loss of a large revenue to the 
state. Other companies are mining, but 
with greatly reduced forces. The Coosaw 
company, the largest of them all, has re- 
duced its working force to a minimum. 


The reasons for this depression are not | 


hard to find. In the first place, the de- 
pressed condition of agriculture in this 
‘country and Europe has limited to a very 
great extent the demand for crude phos- 
phate rock as a basis for the munufacture 
of fertilizers, but a more potent cause is 
to be found in the opening of new mines, 
which have come in fierce competition with 
the South Carolina product. 

Tennessee rock continues to be actively 
mined, and the production is steadily in- 
creasing. This rock needs noe washing or 
drying, as does the South Carolina rock. 
Its analysis is satisfactory and it is largely 
used in Georgia and points in other states. 
It. fills the place of the rock of this state 
satisfactorily and is a formidable compet- 
itor. Florida continues to increase her pro- 
duction. While a great many companies 
have ceased operations, still enough have 
been left to keep up a large production. 

Within the last few weeks a new bed of

MISSION IN RUINS 


Barclay Mission Building Collapsed Last 
Night With a Crash. 


NO ONE HURT IN THE FALL-IN 


One of the Marietta Street Landmarks 
Takes a Tumble and Causes a 
Sensation for a Time.

The rear part of the building on Marietta 
street occupied by the Barclay mission 
collapsed with a crash at 10:30 o’clock last 
night. 

The collapsed part of the building fronted 
on Walton street, the building running 
through from Martetta street. The build- 
ing is a two-story one, and the noise made 
by the falling brick and timbers alarmed 
the people for a radius of several blocks 


from the -place. 

The cause of the crash is attributed to 
the age of the building. A large section of 
the structure is a complete wreck, falling 
in a big heap of mortar and broken bricks. 

So far as known no one was hurt in the 
The lower floor contained the 
organ used by the mission, and it was 
smashed into splinters by the falling 
bricks. The chairs and other furniture in 
the room were broken to pieces. 

The second floor of the building has re- 
cently been vacant. It was formerly occu- 
pied as offices, but the rooms contained 
nothing last night, so far as known. The 
falling bricks and timbers from above car- 
ried the floor and everything before the 
mass, and the entire rear part of the build- 
ing fell into a ruined heap. 

Adjoining the collapsed building on both 
sides the buildings are occupied by many 
people, and many were asleep within a few 
feet of the fated structure. When the loud 
crash came they leaped out of bed fright- 
ened, and many ran into the streets in 
their night clothing, thinking that an 
earthquake had caused the crash. Much 
excitemet prevailed, and the unexpected 
tumbling of the building soon caused a 
lively sensation in the western section of 
the city. 

It was at first thought that the upper 
floor of the building was occupied by sleep- 
ers, but investigation elicited the fact that 
such was not the case. Those reaching the 
scene of the collapse and familiar with 
the surroundings state that both the upper 
and lower floors were vacant, so far as 
human occupation is concerned, and that 
no one was hurt in the accident. 

The police were notified of the crash, and 
Officer Crusselle stretched ropes around 
the fallen building, fearing that other parts 
of it would collapse. Another crash brought

The building is 121 Mariétta street, near 
Sharp Bros.’ drug store: It has been oc- 
cupied by the Barclay mission for many 
years, and it is said has been condemned 
for some time.

Lessons of a Noble Life. 

«Rev. Walker Lewis made the opening 
talk. He said that he came as a mourner 
and dared not give expression to his feel- 
ings, The name of Dr. Powell had been 
familiar to him since the days of child- 
hood. He was the friend of his father and 
often the guest of his home. “He was a 
most remarkable man,’’ said Mr. Lewis, 
“and I say this not because I look Upon 
him through the partiality of friendship or 
through the atmosphere of this sad hour.” 
Mr. Lewis referred to his character as a 
physician and said that he had been di- 
vinely called to that profession, He de- 
clared that much im common existed De- 
tween the ministry and the medical pro- 
fession and that Dr. Powell never forgot 
to impress upon his students and to illus- 
trate in his own life the moral dignity and 
sacred importance of his high calling. 

Dr. Sirickler addressed his remarks to 
the sorrowing members of the family. Fie 
explained the reason why God sent afflic- 
tion upon his people. Affliction was not 
intended as a punishment but as a means 
of grace; to bring men nearer to God and 
to make them call upon His name; and, 
lastly, to work out for them a far more 
exceeding and eternal weight of glory. 
For this reason afflictions snould be met 
with resignation. 

Dr. Kendall, who came next, spoke of the 
high morals which controiled the actions 
of Dr. Powell. He carried his conscience 
into his profession and consecrated his life 
to the cause of suffering humanity. He set 
a wholesome example to young physicians 
and taught them to regard the ethics as 
well as the science of medicine. in this 
respect he lived the life of an ideal physi- 
cian. 

Pr. A. R. Holderby spoke of him as a 
preceptor in the classroom, For two years 
he had been a student under Dr, Powell 
and could testify to the strong religious 
principles which governed him, As a man 
he was absolutely without fear. He Was 
consecrated to his profession and lived 
solely for the good of his fellowmen, 

Dr. J. W. Roberts, in a few words, added 
his impressions to those which had been 
advanced by the other speakers. He then 
announced that the services would be con- 
cluded at the grave in Sparta, Ga. 

A long procession of carriages followed 
the remains to the depot. A special train, 
made up of a baggage car and two coaches, 
was in waiting at the depot to receive 
the funeral party. The burial took place 
at Sparta yesterday afternoon. Returning 
to the city the train reached there last 
night at 9 o’clock.

The Railroads Have Reduced the Rates 
and the Brokers Find Them To Be 
Sharp Competitors.

For the last two or three days the move- 


The arrivals have been few and the de- 
partures many. The scenes around the 
uaion passenger station have differed from 
those which the old smoke-begrimed struct- 
ure has been accustomed to for the last 
one hundred days. 

Yesterday afternoon the Chinam2n, Mex- 
icans and fakirs gave the station quite a 
cosmopolitan appearance. Seventy-nine Chi- 
mamen went out over the Southern bound 
for San Francisco. Forty-two of these 
were children. All the women had gone be- 
fore. Local laundrymen went down to see 
their countrymen off and there was great 
palavering. Adieus and au revoirs were 
spoken in Chinese and now and then one 
would call “‘goodby.” The little boys were 
interested in everything. They chattered 
among themselves and laughed at some of 
the curious persons who collected about 
the car. 

Leon Lam, the coucessionaire, said that 
he and his partner had lost money on their 
Show. ‘We had to engage a very large 
number of people because we gave a con- 
tinuous performance,” he said. “Some had 
to rest while others worked. There was 
some- kicking and at first we had trouble 
with the government inspectors, who sus- 
pected that the concessionaires were try- 
ing to evade the immigration laws. The 
weather got so bad that we had to let the 
women go away a few weeks ago. I shall 
take this party direct to San Francisco, 
where I shall give a show. How long it will 
continue will depend on our Success there. 
I may give a performance in other western 
towns. From San Francisco we shall go to 
Honolulu and then by way of Japan to 
China.”’ 

The Mexicans went to the City of Mexico. 
They had round trip tickets over the At- 
lanta and West Point and the Southern 
Pacific. There were about thirty in the 
party. The bull fighters made no money 
and would have been in a bad fix had they 
not bought their round trip tickéts in ad- 
vance, 

Only a few Japs have gone west. 


Losing the Scalpers. 

The movement of the concessionaires and 
the returning exposition travel has brought 
on a lively scramble among the railroad 
passenger agents and in the shuffle: the 
Scalpers are getting the small end of it. 
Isually the scalper can hold his own, but 
| has had a hard time of it in Atlanta. The 
Southern made war on the brokers from 
the very start and it was bitter war. Sev- 
eral scalpers became disgusted and quit 
the business. A week ago the passenger 
agents fixed up a scheme to catch the 
scalpers and give them a final and parting 
shot. Permission was given to make a rate 
of 144 cents a mile, good from December 23d 
to January fth. This caught the scalpers 
with a stock of tickets on hand, and this 
is just what the passenger agents hoped to 
do. Now the roads are underselling the 
brokers on outgoing tickets. For instance, 
the straight rate for one person from At- 
Janta to New York is $24. In parties of five 
it is possible to get tickets for $10 apiece 
from the roads, and this is lower than the 
scalpers can sell them. 

A ticket to San Francisco can be secured 
for $27. The regular rate is about $70. 

The scalpers have run their stocks down 
pretty low. They say that they got rid of 
the stock which they had, but they admit 
that the roads are making business very 
light for them in comparison with what 
thev expected. All of them looked forward 
to the close of the exposition as a harvest 
ripening for their especial benefit. It has 
ripened, but the railroads are reaping it, 
and the passenger agents are laughing at 
the job they put up on their enemies. 

All the roads are out.after the return 
business. Soliciting agents are here from 
all parts of the country. The passenger 
and the freight men have canvassed the 
exposition thoroughly. Exhibits are return- 
ed free over the lines which hauled them 
here, they having paid the full rate one 
way in advance. There is, however, con- 
siderable business in the way of shipping 
articles which have been sold and which 
are not to be returned to the exhibitors. 


ALL SATISFIED. 
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Transportation Men Are Thankful 
That No Passengers Were Hurt. 


All the railroad men are satisfied with the 
result. They say that they have not made 
any money, but they handled the business 
with greater ease than they had expected 
and without accidents. Especially are all 
lue passenger and transportation offices 
pleased at the record, which does not show 
a fatal accident to a passenger. Vice Pres- 
ident Baldwin says that the Southern’s 
statistics are not in shape ‘to tell just how 
many passengers have been handled.

Consolidated Has Returned To Ante- 
Exposition Time. 
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)TEARING DOWN THE TERMINALS 


The Three Thousand Dollar Bonus Is 
To Be Distributed—The Men 


Are Anxious. C/N 


Yesterday morning the Consolidated 
street railway system resumed the sched- 
ules in vogue prior to the exposition, with 
few changes. 

One of the changes is found in the cross- 
town service. The Houston street cars 
operate over West Hunter to the Atlanta 
university. The Capitol avenue cars run 
out and return by Peachtree and West 
Peachtree, instead of by Spring street. The 
Spring street cars run every fifteen min- 
utes via Hunter and Whitehall streets to 
Powell street. 

A thirty-minute schedule instead of for- 
ty minutes, was inaugurated over the line 
to Decatur. 

A schedule of five-minute cars is being 
operated over Peachtree street to Wilson 
street, Cross-town cars Will run every ten 
minutes and short line cars every five min- 


‘ utes over this thoroughfare. For the pres- 


ent the barracks cars will run to and from 
the exposition 
the exhibitors who are getting their ex- 
hibits into shape for shipment. As soon as 
the demand is over the cars on this route 
will run via Ponce de Leon avenue. 

The schedule from Simpson. stréet , to 
Grant’s park via Fair street, which was 
discontinued during the exposition season, 
has been resumed. A ten-minute schedule 
is. now on for Marietta and Decatur 
streets. 

In order to meet the demands of the pub- 
lic, ten additional cars have been put on 
the system, distributed about where most 
needed. , 

To Remove the Terminals. 

The work of tearing down the Consoli- 
dated terminal stations at the exposition 
grounds began yesterday. Just what dispo- 
sition will be made of the lumber.the com- 
pany does not know. It will be stored 
away until there is need for its use. 

At one time during the’ exposition the 
system employed 500 men in various ca- 
pacities. Of this number those in sefvice 
at the terminals have been relieved of their 
positions. So far as the army of conduc- 
tors and motormen is concerned there is 
practically little decrease. ,The force in 
the other departments remains unchanged 
for the present. 

The system is in better shape now than 
before the expesition. <All of the motor 
power is furnished by the company’s plant, 
which was enlarged to double capacity 
some two months ago. Since the exposition 
closed all open cars have been discontinued, 
leaving closed cars exclusively in opera- 
tion over the system. 

The $3,C00 Bonus. 

Before the exposition. opened the Consol- 
idated put up a benus of $3,000-to be dis- 
tributed after the exposition among. those 
motormen and conductors who had been 
with the company from July last to Janu- 
ary with clear records in the operation’ of 
their cars. This was done in order to en- 
courage the men to better efforts, as well 
as to make them more careful and consid- 
erate in the discharge of their duties bot! 
to the company and tne public.* This bonus 
will likely be distributed about the last ol 
the week or first of next week. The rec- 
ords of each are now being made out to 
ascertain what men aré entitled to this bo- 
nus. It is thought that the number oi 
worthy ones will reach eighty or more,-Th« 
distribution is being anticipated with keen 
interest by these employes. 

Its Share of the Traffic.

VENEZUELA’S RIGHTS. 


Interesting Points from Ex-Minister 
Scruggs’s Pamphlet. 
From The New York Sun. | 

We repeat that this controversy raises 
questions of historical and legal fact, 
which, as Professor Goldwin Smith has 
recognized, are pre-eminently suited for 
adjustment by a judicial tribunal. The prin- 
cipal pieces of evidence by which the-par- 
ties to the boundary eccntroversy have thus 
far supported their respective claims, are 
enumerated in a remarkable pamphlet re- 
cently published in Atlanta, Ga., by the 
Hon. William L. Scruggs, formerly min- 
ister plenipotentiary of the United States 
at Caracas. In this pamphlet it is pointed 
out that Great Britain, as successor Ol! 
Holland in title, upholds her claims to 
the disputed territory by the alleged” fact 
that two forts, called “‘New Zealana”’ and 
“New Middieburgh,’’ were erected in lu 
by the Dutch on the Pumaron river be- 
tween Essequibo and the Moroco; by con- 
cessions granted by a Dutch company, 
as successor, in 1674, of the Dutch West 
India Company, for trading with the colo- 
nies of Essequibo and Pumaron; by a 
reputed batile between the Dutch and the 
Spaniards at fort ‘‘New Zealand” in 1797, 
in which, it is claimed, the latter were 
defeated and driven away; by some al- 
leged concessions from Holland subsequent 
to the cession of 1814, when she ceded to 
England all that as she claimed constituted 
her colony of Essequibo, however that 
should be proved to be defined; and finally, 
by some pretended treaties with the na- 
tive Indian tribes (mames and da.es not 
given) whereby England claims to have 
acauired title to the soil and sovereignty 
over the territory in controversy. As re- 
gards the alleged Fort Zealand, the fact 
should be noted that, by way of a compro- 
mise, Dr. Rojas, as envoy of Venezuela, 
once offered to draw a line from the mouth 
of the Moroco (a little west of the Puma- 
ron) due south to the: Brazilian territory, 
and to surrender to England the ribbon 
of land lying between the proposed line 
and the Essequibo. This offer was rejected 
by the British foreign office. 

Now let us mark ‘the array of evidence 
by which the Caracas government defends 
its position in this controversy. Mr. 
Scruggs shows that Venezuela, as the suc- 
cessor in title of Spain, supports her claim 
by the treaty of Munster of 1648; by the 
treaty of Utrecht of 1713; by a note of the 
governor of Cumina to the municipal coun- 
cil, dated February 1, 1742; by the treaty 
of 1730 between the Portuguese and Span- 
iards; by the reply of the governor of 
Cumina to the note of the director-general 
of the Dutch colony of Essequibo, dated 
September 20, 1758: by the two royal sched- 
ules of 1768: by the official declaration 
of the Spanish cabinet in 1769, rejecting the 
pretension of right by the Dutch to fish

instructions of the royal intendency in 1779 
peopling eastern Guiana; by the royal 
order of i78, directing the founding of 
the town of Don Carlos; by the official

“3, 1841, attesting the acknowledgment, by 
a British law court in Demerara, of Vene- 
Zueia’s rightful jurisdiction over the Mo- 
roco river; by a similar act vf recognition 
as late as 1871, growing out of a homicide 
committed by a. British subject named 
Thomas Garrett; by the British disclaimer 
of the Schomburgk line made to Dr. For- 
tique by Lord Aberdeen, January 21, 1842; 
by the Aberdeen proposition of 1844:~“and, 
in fine, by the publications of every geog- 
rapher and hydrographer writing on the 
subject, from Sir Walter Raleigh to Noire 
and Humboldt. 

Beyond a doubt there is accessible in 
the archives of Madrid and of the Hague 
mu¢gh additional evidence relating to the 
Guitna boundary of Holland and Spain, 
from whien powers England and Vene- 
zuela’ respectively derive their titles. All 
such and all other evidence obtainable 
will, of course, be collected, sifted and 
weighed by the commission which Mr. 
Cleveland is about to appoint for the pur- 
pose of learning whether Venezuela has 
so strong a prima facie case as will justify 
us in the eyes of posterity and of those 
Evropean nations whose good opinion we 
desire in protecting the soil of an Ameri- 
can republic against forcible encroach- 
ment. Meanwhile, the London newspapers, 
instead of inviting us to read Lord Salis- 
bury’s dispatches, may do well to look 
at the authoities enumerated ahove. When 
they have fully digested these, we may 
perhaps dzem them qualified to discuss the 
Venezuela boundary question.

“The first inducement,” he replied, “‘was 
avery practical one—the saving of money. 
This system offered us cheaper insurance 
than the old one, and we considered just 
as safe, and as a business proposition we 
accepted it. Of course, we made a very 
thorough investigation of the companies 
offered us by Messrs. Willcox & McIntyre 
and Seddon & Plyer, and were perfectly 
satisfied that they were as safe and re- 
liable as any of the other companies in 
the state, and the best proof of the sound- 
ness of our judgment is the promptness 
with which they settled our claim.’”’ 

This is a matter of great interest to in- 
surers, as the cost of insurance under the 
Venable law is much less than the old 
system, anu has proven just as safe. The 
savings on all the insurance premiunts 
paid in Georgia would aggregate many 
thousands of dollars which, by the new 
system, is saved to property owners. 

‘“‘Mr. Wellhouse, what is the difference in 
the security offered under the two sys- 
tems?” 

“In my investigation I found that the 
companies licensed under the Venable law 
were required by the state of Georgia to 
have the same amount of assets as the 
Southeastern Tariff companies, and 
the deposits of these laiter com- 
panies adds nothing to the safety of the 
insurers, as the new law makes every 
provision for the insurers’ protection, and 
that the requirements of the department 
were ample to keep out irresponsible com- 
panies,” 


SPECULATION IN SUBSTITUTES. 


has thrown 


Being an Original, but Truthful, War 
Reminiscence by a Local Doctor. 
From The Springfield Republican. 

“This war talk is all bosh,” said the doc- 
tor, “but if there is a war, I calculate to 
make a little money out of it before it is 
done. About everybody will, for that mat- 
ter, who doesn’t have to fight. War times 
are great times for making money. About 
the first thing there is money in is substi- 
tutes; there’s always a brisk demand for 
substitutes. I remember in the first part 


of the civil war quite a speculation in this 
line. A Franklin county man came down 
here with about forty substitutes. He 
picked them up around the country—men 
who didn’t have anything else to do—and 
he got ’em cheap. Only paid $5,000 for the 
lot of ’em—promised ’em so much apiece, 
you know. You remember how the bag- 
gage room was in the old station. Well, 
he had ’em rounded up in there and. the 
gates down. But somehow when he got 
‘em here there didn’t seem to be much 
call for ’em—market overstocked or some- 
thing—so he took ’em right away. 

“In some way he found out there was a 
wail for substitutes up in Brattleboro, 
and he took the whole lot of ’em up there 
on the first train. When he got ’em there 
he sold ‘em just as fast as he could hand 
’em out—they wanted more than he had 
and he got rid of the whole lot except 
six or seven, that the doctors wouldn’t 
accept there. These six or seven he took 
around to other places in Vermont and 
passed ’em off on other doctors till he had 
sold all but one or two, I believe. Well, 
for every one of these men he got $500 
in cash. They wanted to pay him partly 
in checks in Brattleboro, but he’d had 
some experience before up there with 
checks in a smaller matter of the same 
kind, and he wouldn’t have anything but 
cash. You see the whole thing wasn't 
just legal. So altogether he made a good 
thing out of that—some $15,000 clear cash. 
Pretty fair profits for a week’s work or 
so.”’ 

“‘Oh,’”’ replied the little woman, to whom 
he unfolded this war story, and who has 
become interested in international com- 
plications on her own account, having at- 
tained to a husband of her own, “there 
wouldn’t be any such money in substitutes 
as that if we should go to war with Eng- 
land now. In less than a week all the 
department stores, like Forbes & Wal- 
lace’s and Smith & Murray’s and Meekins, 
Packard & Co., would have a department 
of substitutes and would be running bar- 
gain days on them. Why shouldn’t they, 
they have everything else. Wouldn’t it 
be fun shopping for them.’’
